CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


In the senate, on the 29th, the legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial appropriations bill was 
eee n2- oy ay sent to conference, The 

valid pension , carrying an appropriation 
of $144,956,000; the post office rncaenon tem bill 
and the bill for the relief of certain settlers on 
lands in North and South Dakota were passed, 
and an agreement was reached to take a vote 
on the silver bill on the Ist...... In the house 
the day was taken up in consideration of cer- 
tain conference reports on the wrmy and Indian 
appropriation bills upon which new conferees 
were apnointed, and in fliibustering by the re- 
publicans sgainst taking up the tin-plate bill. 

In the senate, on the 30th, the time was taken 
up in a discussion of the various appropriation 
bills. A joint resolution extending existing ap- 
propriations fifteen days was passed...... In the 
house the republicans succeeded in preventing 
tho consideration of the tin-plats bill, and the 
conference report on the District of Columbia 
appropriation bill was considered and a new 
conference ordered. The joint resolution ex- 
tending existing appropriations fifteen days 
was passed. 

In the senate, on the Ist, the silver bill came 
up for a vote under agreement, notwithstand- 
ing an attempt to further postpone it, and was 
passed, 31 to 28...... In the house the conference 
report submitted by Mr. Hatch on the agricul- 
tural appropriation bill was agreed to, and the 
house then proceeded with the consideration of 
bills reported by the committee on labor, sev- 
eral of which were passed. 





PERSONAL AND POLITICAT. 

On the ist the president sent to the 
senate the name of George D. John- 
ston, of Louisiana, to be a civil-service 
commissioner, vice Hugh 8. Thompson, 
resigned. 

Ar Ballina, Ireland, on the 1st, while 
attempting to speak, Mr. John Dillon 
and Mr. Daniel Crilly were pelted with 
stones. The police interfered, and Mr. 
Dillon made a speech guarded by con- 
stables, while others kept watch upon 
the audience to prevent disturbance. 

On the ist the senate refused to re- 
commit the silver bill to the finance 
committee by a vote of 28 to 31. This 
was a test vote and a victory for the sil- 
ver men. 

THE opening of the English elections, 
on the Ist, was marked by the return to 
parliament of Lord Randolph Churchill, 
conservative, without opposition. 

Tue prohibition national convention 
at Cincinnati nominated Gen. Bidwell, 
of California, for president, and John 
B. Cranfill, of Texas, for vice-president. 
The platform ignored silver, declared 
against fusion with other parties and 
demanded a tariff asa retaliatory meas- 
uré only, not for revenue. ee 

On the morning of the 4th, at the 
residence of Cyrus W. Field, at Dobb’s 
Ferry, N. Y., it was stated that Mr. 
Field was still alive but sinking very 
fast. 

GEN. J. B. WEAVER, of Towa, and 
Gen. James G. Field, of Virginia, an ex- 
confederate, were respectively nomi- 
nated for president and vice-president 
by the people's party convention in ses- 
sion at Omaha, Neb., during the wee 
sma’ hours of the 5th. They were beth 
chosen on first ballots, and the nomina- 
tion of each was made unanimous. It 
was intended to make the nominations 
on the 4th, but the speech-inaking pro- 
pensity of the delegates prevented 
earlier action. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

THE pope, in a letter to the Bishop of 
Grenoble, France, denies any desire 
to enter into political controversies, but 
says that when the church and _ politics 
are closely bound together the pope 
will determine the action of the church. 

Sam Looney, a laborer, became in- 
volved in a scuffle with his wife near 
Chattanooga, Tenn., on the 30th, and 
both made for a gun near by. She 
secured it and killed him as he ran ovt 
of the door. 

Inuicit distillery business in East 
Tennessee is said to be on the increase. 
Officers attacked a party of moonshiners 
at astill in the Chilhowie mountains, 
on the 29th, anda big fight followed. 
One of the officers was fatally wounded 
and a number of the mountaineers are 
thought to have been killed. 

(AN EXPLOSION of fireworks occurred 
in the storérooms of the American Toy 
Co., 155 Fifth avenue, Chicago, on the 
ist. The roof was blown out and the 
building almost instantly took fire. 
The crowd which gathered were treated 
to a premature Fourth of July display. 
and when the fire engines arrived sly 
rockets, Roman candles and serpents 
were soaring through the shattered 
roof, while fire-crackers and torpedoes, 
exploding in bunches of hundreds, 
made a din Jike that of a pitched battle. 

On the 1st the Inman line steamer 
City of Chicago, from New York to 
Liverpool, went ashore in a fog off the 
Old Head of Kinsale, on the south 
const of Ireland. Her passengers and 
mails were landed and tugs were sent 
to her relief. 

OnE of the biggest jail deliveries that 
ever occurred in Colorado took place on 
the ist, when fifteer prisoners escaped 
from the Lake couxty jail at Leadville. 
Among the prisoners are some desper- 
ate characters, and a large posse of offi- 
cers went in pursuit. 

Henry J. BerG,a collector and trust- 
ed clerk for the Lafayette bank of St. 
Louis, has mysteriously disappeared, 
and is being eagerly sought for by the 
loval detective department on a charge 
of embezzlement. It is said he has left 
the city, leaving behind him a shortage 
of $7,000. 

Joun A. LoGaN, sonof the late Gen. 
Logan, was riding a pony on the fair 
grounds track at Youngstown, O., on 
the 1st, when the animal balked, 
throwing him against the fence, break- 
ing his right arm aad bruising him se 
verely, 








On-the evening of the Ist Mason, Neb., 
was visited by a cyclone which left ruin 
and destruction in its wake. Nearly 
every residence in the town was more 
or less damaged. Itis hard to state the 
damage, but careful estimates place it 
at between $25,000 and $40,000. Several 
persons were injured. . 

JamES RILEY committed suicide in 
the county jail, at Pittsburgh, Pa., on 
the 3d, by strarigling himself with a 
silk necktie. The officials are very much 
mystified as to his identity and the 
cause for the act. 

On the 3d James Dodson, convicted of 
murder and under sentence of death, 
whoescaped from the Prairie county 
(Ark.) jail, recently, was captured in 
the swamps of St. Francois county by 
& posse, assisted by a pack of blood- 
hounds loaned to the Prairie county of- 
ficials by the penitentiary authorities. 

On the 8d Edward and George Schmit, 
aged respectively 15 and 11 years; Wil- 
liam Harrison, aged 17 years, and Peter 
Leo Tully, aged 20 years, were drowned 
by the swamping of a ferryboat near 
the Spring Gardens off the foot of Han- 
over strect, Baltimore, Md. 

A sTtoRM struck New York city and 
vicinity, on the 3d, causing a number of 
beats to capsize in the bay and rivers, 
and several lives were lost. It did a 
great deal of damage in the aggregate 
in the city also, and many fishermen 
were out in small boats and itis feared 
that some of them were drowned. 

DAVE Simmons and son met John Sim- 
mons and son, 9 miles south of Hope, 
Ark., on the 4th, and a fight ensued. 
All parties were armed with shotguns 
and pistols. John Simmons was in- 


stantly killed and his son was fatally 
wounded. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

THE net cash balance in the United 
States treasury on the Ist, exclusive of 
the $100,000,600 gold reserve, was 326,- 
692,377, a decrease during the month of 
June of $686,490. 

Doc THAYER, an old-time cireus man, 
who was a clown under Dan Rice, and 
who drove stage coaches in Indiana 
when the west was an unexplored coun- 
try, died at his home in Chicago on the 
night of the 30th. He was born at 
Waddington, N Y., in 1830. 

On the 2d tuere were strong earth- 
quakes felt in the City of Mexico and 
at Guadalajara, accompanied by un- 
earthly subterranean noises, which cre- 
ated much terror. Some damage was 
done at Colima. There was a beauti- 
fulernption of the Colima volcano on 
the night of the 8d, and the subterra- 
nean noises continued all day. 

On the 3d a meeting of anarchists in 
the faubourg St. Denis in Paris adopted 
a resolution to blow up the Montbrison 
prison and rescue Ravachol, their late 
leader, now under sentence of death. 

Erections in England are proceeding 
quietly, many members of parliament 
being returned without opposition; but 
in Ireland the contest is marked by 
fierce and bloody fights, in one instance 
an attempt being made to wreck atrain 
for political reasons.

_. Confederate Veterans to Organize. 
A convention of the confederate ret- 
erans of South Carolina has been called 
te meet in Columbia on July 19. 


Tt is said the purposs of the meeting !s to 
an organization similar to that of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. Ex-Senator 
Wade Hampton will preside. The plan to be 
adopted in all southern states is an organiza- 
tion for the purpose of raising a fund in the in- 
terest and relief of old veterans and widows and 
orphans of confederate soldiers, and incidental- 
ly to preserve the history of the confederacy. 
The plan has been approved by the ex-confed- 
erate leaders throughout the south, and it is 
claimed had the indorsement of Gen. Lee be- 
fore his death. The promotors of the plan also 
say that over 10) ex-federal soldiers have 
promised, without solicitation, to aid the work 
bffassisting in. raising the funds. The address 
concludes in these words: 

“An ex-federal general says: ‘J, or anyone 
in whom the goons have confidences, can raiss 
$1,000,000 on Wall street for the purposes set 
forth in our circular.’ Equally as encouraging 
promises were made by many other Federal 
veterans, or, as one of them puts it: ‘The Yan- 
kee veteran feels a warm sympathy for the 
rebel cripple; a sympathy that will materialize 
when the call is made.’” 








Seven-Day Adventists in Trouble. 

J. H. Dortch, of Paris,Tenn., has writ- 
ten A. F. Ballenger, secretary of the 
National Religious Liberty association, 
Chicago, calling attention to his case. 

W. 8S. Lowry, J. Moon and James Stemm 
and Dortch are now in jail in Paris, Tenn., ona 
charge of breaking the state Sunday law. The 
prisoners believe in Saturday instead of Sun- 
day worship, and observing the former day 
performed their ordinary farm duties on tko 
latter day. Mr. Stemm is 60 years old, and has 
spent three months in jail already for a similar 
offense. The fine of each was $25, and as thoy 
would not pay it they were condemned to jail. 
The writer claims it would take all their small 
property to meet the demands of persistent 
fines. The letter soncludes with this stato- 
ment: “Judge Swiggart. in answer to the 
sheriff's protest that we were conscientious in 
the matter, replied: ‘Let them educate their 
consciences by the laws of Tennessoe.’ ™ 





A Strange Case. 
From a hole not larger than a pin 
point James Mullen, of Louisville. Ky., 
bled to death. 


He had been ill for several months, and his 
malady baffled the physicians who attendsd 
him. Dr. Wood, who was with him when he 
died, ascribed his death to the fact tbat his 
blood had lost all its coagulative power and had 
taken in its appearance the quality of milk. 
The corpuscles of the blood had become per- 
fectly white. From a amall acratch or cut the 
biood flowed vith such rapidity that on several 
occasions it was scarcely able to be stopped be- 
fore cansing death. The other morning one of 
the emellest of the blood vessels under the 
tongue became broken. The point where the 
blood came from was so smal) that no danger 
was apprehended at all. All efforts, however, 
to stop the flow were futile. Every remedy 
was resorted to, but to no avail, and in littie 
legs than an hour Mr. Mullen bled to death. 


The Record Broken. 

There is a woman in Key West, Fla., 
not yet 40 years old, who is a great- 
great-grand-mother. She is a Cuban, 
and her name is Cortessio. When but 
183 years old her first child was born—a 
daughter. When 14 years old this 
daughter gave birth to a daughter, and 
the latter has discounted the perform- 
ance of her ancestors by becoming the 
mother of a lusty son at the tender age 
of 12. She is married to a cigar-maker, 
and the son has been named in honor 
of President Harrison. In that semi- 
tropical climate it is no unusual thing 
for girls to get married and become 
mothers at a very early age, but this is 
a record-breaker. 


Surrounded with Mystery. 

Dr. A. B. Rose, aged 77 years, one of 
the most prominent business men of 
Charleston, S. C., committed suicide by 
blowing out his brains. 

It is difficult to assign a cause for the deed. 
He was president of the South Carolina Agri- 
cultural society, the oldest agricultural society 
in the United States; also president of the 
Phosphate Miners’ exchange, of Charlaston, 
also, president of the corporation of the Uni- 
tarian church, one of the oldest churches of that 
denomination in the state, and had served the 
city as alderman for many terms. His intimate 
connection with the business interests in tho 
city and bis high social standing, as well as his 
ripe old ag>, surround the deed with the deep- 
est mystery. 

Wedded at Midnight. 

J.J. Hardin, a traveling salesman for 
a St. Louis house. and Miss Mamie 
Small, of Elkton, Ky., a member of one 
of the best families of southern Ken- 
tucky, were wedded at Clarixsville, 
Tenn. As they had run away from the 
home of the bride’s parents, and fearing 
that if they waited until daylight to 
get married their whereabouts would 
be made known, Rev. Collins Denny, of 
the Methodist church, was aroused 
from slumber with the request to 
marry them, which he did at midnight. 





The Last Gun. 

D. E. King, of Atlanta, Ga., commer- 
cial agent of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road Co., contradicts recently pubiished 
stories to the effect that the last gun 
during the civii war was fired at Colum- 
bus, Ga. He said that he was present 
when the last gun was fired, and that 
it was fired between April 20 and April 
30, 1865, at Macon, Ga., and was dis- 
charged by confederates at the First 
Ohio cavalry, which had just returned 
from Columbus. 

To Contest His Father’s Will. 

Charles Nelson, the eldest son of the 
millionaire distiller Charles Nelson, of 
Nashville, Tenn., has filed notice of a 
contest of his father’s will. Young Nel- 
son is the only child of his father’s first 
marriage. The will devises the entire 
estate of something above $1,000,000 to 
Mrs. Louisa Nelson, the second wife, 
young Nelson being cut off with $400 
perannum.

CONFIDENCE IN HARRISON. 


The Business World Reposes Faith in the 
President. 
It is now generally conceded that the 
revomination of the president was 
try ly due to the influence of the busi- 
e3; interests of the country. Mr. De- 
pew has expressed this opinion, and as 
the recognized Harrison leader in the 


convention his judgment may be ac- 


cepted as conclusive. A large majority 
of the delegates were uninstructed, and 
were infiuenced by private dispatches 
which they reccived from the brsiness 
centers of the country. These dispatch- 
es favored the renomination of the 
president, and were most effective in 
producing the result. 

The same force which impelled dazed 
and questioning delegates to cas their 
ballots at Minneapolis for Harrison will 
inevitably influence voters at lirge in 
November. There is a general agree- 
ment among business men that their in- 
terests will be promoted by the contin- 
nance of a safe and successful republic- 
an administration. Prudent men dis- 
cern clearly the disturbance which 
would be produced in the business 
world by the election of a democratic 
president and the control of both houses 
of congress by the party of tariff agi- 
tation and free coinage. A long period 
of uncertainty would follow, during 
which business men would not know 
where they were standing or what 
might be coming. ‘Tariff revision, 
whether it is attempted by republicans 
or democrats, is dreaded by business 
men, since -it is always a protracted 
process, the results of which can never 
be accurately forecast. During the 
transition period general business stag- 
nates and languishes, and every impor- 
tant mercantile interest is relieved 
when it is brought to an_ end. 
The  suecess of the democratic 
party in November’ would _ in- 
velve the resumption of _ tariff 
agitation and the unsettling of all the 
prevailing conditions of trade. The 
conservative opinion of the business 
elements of the country is against the 
premature reopening of the tariff 
controversy in congress. Under a 
republican administration and with a 
republican congress they have the as- 
surance that the tariff act will stand, 
and that the orderly course of business 
will not Le interrupted. 

What practical men perceive is the 
fact that the McKinley act is operating 
on the whole very differently from what 
democratic opponents anticipated, and 
more satisfactorily than- ite republican 
advocates ventured to predict two 
years ago. It has exerted a stimulating 
effect upon all productive interests, has 
maintained a high level of wages, and 
so far from increasing prices for the 
consumers has in many instances re- 
duced them. With the reciprocity 
clause it has enlarged the foreign de- 
mand for American breadstuffs and 
manufactures, and at the same time has 
not increased the cost of imported food 
products. Many classes of business 
men, who were not convinced at the 
outset that the McKinley act was either 
necessary or expedient, now admit that 
their prejudices were not justified. On 
every side in business circles there is a 
strong preference shown for allowing 
the act to remain in operation long 
enough to be piacticiully tested. The 
influence of all conservative business 
men will be power u ly exerted during 
the next fixe month; to srevent the un- 
settling effects of a demecratic victory 
for so-called tariff reform. ‘The repub- 
lican party wi.l profit heavily by this 
influence. As it was strong enough to 
secure the president's renomination at 
Minneapolis, it promises already to be 
sufficient to secure his reelection.—N. 
Y. Tribune. 


AND STILL THEY COME. 


The House Trying to Wipe Out the Mc- 
Kinley Law. 

The democratic house has ventured 
on one more “separate” tariff bill, one 
to remove the duty on tin plate. Their 
courage in having ventured to reduce 
the duty on three ‘‘separate” articles, 
when they were elected, according to 
their own claims, to wipe out the ‘‘in- 
iqnitous McKinley law” is very admir- 
able. The democratic congressmen 
are probably not aware that on the day 
the republican platform was adopted 
at Minneapolis, one of the largest tin 
plate factories in Wales, Llanelly & 
Swansea, announced that it had com- 
pleted arrangements to remove its 
twenty mills to Indiana. This was one 
of the most important news items that 
came across the waters of the Atlantic 
on that day, but still the democrats in 
congress are going ahead as if it 
amounted to nothing, as if the an- 
nouncement had never been made.

On 
the day following the Minneapolis con- 
vention a tin plate and mining com- 
pany was organized, the head of which 
is also a Welshman, and who gave the 
following statement of the objects of 
the concern: 

Wales produces 99 per cent. of the tin plate of 
Great Britain, and 75 per cent. of this product 
comes to the United States. To meet this de- 
mand 400 milis will be needed, as against 50 or 
60 now located in the United States. The value 
of the tin consumed in this country annually is 
about $50,000,009, and the labor employed in its 
production ¢quals $20,000,000. Nine plants under 
Welsh management are now running, or shortly 
will be established jn this country, including a 
large plant at Effzabeth, N. J. Wages {n this 
counsry ere jum} double what they are in Wales.

It favors the admission of the remuain- 
ing territories. 

It favors the cession of the govern- 
ment’s arid lands to the states. 

It favors national aid to the Colum- 
bian exposition of 1893. 

It favors a continuation of liberal 
treatment toward the union soldier.

AT AMENTEAD 


Pinkerton’s Men Foreed to Sur- 
render to the Strikers. 
Horribly Treated as They Go 
Through the Crowd. 


Scenes That Would Appall the 
Stoutest Heart—Men, Women 
and Children Wild with 
Rage at the Captives. 

PirrsBpurG, July 8.—Every cessation 
of hostilities at Homestead was only for 
ashort time, to be renewed with more 
determined effort on the part of the 
workmen to exterminate the Pinkerton 
men. The terrible havoc made by fire 
from the shore and the peril that sur- 
rounded the detectives by 
the burning oil on the water were more 
than the imprisoned men on the barge 
could stand. 

The situation of the detectives was 
such as to appall the stoutest heart. 
The met: had been left cooped up in th: 
barges at the mercy of the infuriated 
mob. The towboats had left them, and 
they were so encompassed by the mad 
dened army of strikers that no succor 
could reach them. Three times they 
ran up a flag of truce, but as many 
times it was stricken down by bullets 
fired by the strikers. 

At 6 o’clock in the evening the Pink- 
erton men hung out for the 
fourth time a white flag, and this time 
it was respected and a committee of the 
strikers went aboard to propose terms of 
capitulation. They guaranteed safe 
conduct for the Pinkertons provided 
they left their arms and ammunition 
behind and agreed to leave the place 
under guard. 

The detectives had no alternative and 
promptly accepted the terms, some of 
the men saying that it was the first 
time that they had ever submitted to

As they were brought from the 
they presented a terrible appearance. 
Many were besmeared with blood, while 
all of them showed signs of exhaustion 
from the long confinement in close quar- 
ters between the deck. 

Shocking Deeds of Violence. 

The most shocking and dastardlr 
deeds, however, were committed while 
the prisoners were being escorted 


throngh the streets by the escort of 
guards appointed by the strikers. An 


boat 


angry mob lined the streets on both 
sides. Asthe men passed by, each in 


charge of two deputies, the mill men 
and their friends kicked them and 
threw some of them down. The unfor 
tunate detectives begged for mercy. 
Some of them had pistol shot wounds 
in their heads and three were seen that 
had their eyes shot out. Several were 
shot in the shoulders, arms and legs and 
could scareely limp along. Blood was 
running in streams down their shirts 
and they fairly yelled with pain. Fully 
thirty injured men were taken to the 
town hall. One of them had his eye 
punched. out by an umbrella in the 
hands of a woman. Sand was thrown 
in their eyes and they were struck with 
clubs and other missiles. Many were 
knocked down with clubs and trampled 
upon, and some were too weak to walk 
when they were started for the town 
hall. 

The mill men used the stocks of their 
rifles and struck the detectives over the 
head and shoulders, inflicting serious, 
and in some cases, perhaps, fatal inju- 
ries. 

As the precession reached the Amal- 
gamated association building, the de- 
tectives had to remove their hats and 
salute the fiag. When they removed 
their hats, men and women hit them 
with umbrallas and sticks and abused 
them in every way imaginable. There 
seemed to be a determination to kill the 
prisoners, and it was with the greatest 
difficulty that the demon-like crowd 
could be restrained. 

The men were finally lodged in the 
opera house, where they were to be kept 
for the night. Thousands, however, 
gathered around the building, and the 
wounded men were kept in a constant 
state of terror, and it was long before 
their wounds conld be dressed. 

After the prisoners had been re- 
moved from the barges the riot- 
ers carried oil into the holds, poure it 
over the bedding and furniture and then 
set it on fire. 

When the flames broke through the 
decks the cheers which rent theair were 
deafening, and the noise could be heard 
miles away. The hills on the other side 
of the river were literally crowded with 
people who could witness from this high 
point all that was transpiring on the 
battlefield and be ont of range of the 
deadly bullets. 

The day was one that will be remem- 
bered with terror by the people of the 
borough as well as the citizens of the 
entire county, who, for a second time, 
will be called upon to pay an enormous 
amount of money entailed in the shape 
of riot losses. 

The Killed and Wounded. 

A list of the killed and injured is now 
complete. Four were killed outright by 
the Pinkertons, and tivo others died in 
the evening. Eleven are bodly ininred, 
six of WVomom may die, aud tweul,-ilve 
others slightly injured. Three of the 
Pinkertons were killed.

THE CAMERA GIRL. 


They Earn Good Wages in a Very Pleas- 
ant Way. 

Truly it is of no use to attempt to 
chronicle the ingenious devices adopted 
by clever girls toearn a living and leave 
the girl with the camera out of account, 
Her latest happy thought is picturing 
the doings of children. She—the par- 
ticular girl with a camera to whom this 
paragraph refers—makes of herself a 
peripatetic baby-taker. She spends an 
hour, a half day, a whole day with a 
child, and by dint of successive shots at 
propitions moments with the handy 
little detective, looking ;for all the 
world like a lady’s shopping bag, which 
she uses, she secures one; picture, two 
pictures, twenty pictures of the urchin 
in unconstrained attitudes about its 
play. The doting mother sends the 
small boy and the girl with the camera 
tothe park. The girl enjoys a morn- 
ing’s outing and returns glimpses of 
master boy riding ‘in the goat wagon, 
skipping stones, rolling heels over head 
on the grass, smiling up at you over a 
handful of daisies, peeping through the 
bars of the monkey's cage. The mother 
engages the girl with the camera to 
preserve for her a chronicle from sun- 
rise to sundown of baby’s day. The 
girl comes to the nursery, watches 
the baby, catches baby = splash- 
ing in her bath, catches her again roll- 
ing in plump infantile nakedness on the 
floor, chewing her toes, laughing so as 
to show her first tooth, clutching at the 
rattle shaken in her face, screaming in 
colic pangs, dressed for a turn in the 
perambulator, and laid away asleep in 
her crib. The doting mother sends 
post haste for the girl with the camera 
the day boy’s long curls are to come off. 
The girl protographs baby in her first 
short dress and boy in his first knee 
trousers. She photographs baby and 
boy together, baby riding about the 
nursery on boy’s back. It is profitable 
work, for the girl—she is the only one 
I know who does it—charges from $3 to 
$4 a day for her time, besides the price 
of the finished photographs. She is 
seldom without engagements, usually 
having her time occupied for a week or 
more ahead. The pocketbooks of wom- 
en are at her mercy, for her pictures, 
showing urchins in ordinary dress and 
about their ordinary roguery, are spir- 
ited and lifelike, and mothers like to 
make souvenir albums of them, as rec- 
ords of growth to preserve for other 
days.—N. Y. Advertiser. 





An Englishman Declares the Female Brain 
to be Feeble, 

Sir James Crichton Browne is a man 
of decided courage. In an address to 
the Medical society of London he at- 
tacks the abuse of the education of the 
girl. Heclaims that as the weight of 
the female brain is smaller in propor: 
tion to the size of the body, and as the 
specific gravity of gray matt¢r is less in 
the female brain than in the male 
brain, therefore the woman should not 
pursue her studies assiduously. This 
argument is not, however, of as serious 
importance as the grave charge brought 
by Sir James against high schools for 
girls. “Some of their methods are 
capable of leading to great evils.” 

He saw lately a scene of graduates 
from a celebrated college. ‘Many of 
them had a stooping gait and withered 
appearance, shrunk shanks and specta- 
cles on nose.” And he then makes this 
impassioned plea: ‘‘Let us conserve the 
beauty of our English girls very jeal- 
ously. I would rather they remained 
ignorant of logarithms than that they 
lost a jot of it.” Sir James is evidently 
one of those fine old conservatives whe 
believe that women were created solely 
for the delectation of the eyes of man 
A glance at the girls of our high schools 
and colleges would show him that his 
experience was a painful exception, for 
education does not necessarily turn a 
thing of beauty into an inspirer of hor. 
ror.—Boston Journal.
